President: My plan 
will ereate jobs and 
not swell the deficit 


Washington 

Pledging to revive a “rising, thriv- 
ing middle class,” President Barack 
Obama promised Tuesday night to 
create solid new jobs without rais- 
ing the federal deficit. He’s calling 
for a “smarter government” but not 
a bigger one. 

In excerpts released ahead of his 
State of the Union address, Obama 
called job creation his “North Star” 
and implored a divided Congress to 
center its work on attracting more 
jobs to the U.S., equipping Ameri- 
cans to compete for those positions 
and making sure hard work leads 
to a decent living. 

“It is our unfinished task to 
restore the basic bargain that built 
this country — the idea that if you 
work hard and meet your responsi- 
bilities, you can get ahead, no matter 
where you come from, what you look 
like, or who you love,” Obama said. 

The president said his proposals 
to increase spending on manufac- 
turing, infrastructure and clean- 
energy technologies would be fully 
paid for, though he did not specify 
in the excerpts how he would off- 
set the cost of his proposals.

U.S. military forces in Afghanistan, 
withdrawing 34,000 troops within 
a year, half the total deployed there. 

Though Obama devoted less 
time to foreign policy this year, 
his announcement on the draw- 
down was highly anticipated and 
puts the nation on pace to formally 
finish the war by the end of 2014. 

He also rebuked North Korea for 
defying the international communi- 
ty and launching a nuclear test less 
than a day before Obama’s remarks. 

Obama also pressed Congress 
to overhaul immigration laws, and 
he made an impassioned plea for 
stricter gun laws, including a ban 
on assault weapons. 

But the economy took center 
stage, as it has each time Obama 
has stood before lawmakers and a 
national audience for the annual 
address. Despite marked improve- 
ments since he took office four years 
ago, the unemployment rate is still 
hovering around 8 percent and 
consumer confidence has slipped. 

“Nothing I’m proposing tonight 
should increase our deficit by a sin- 
gle dime,” Obama said, julie pace (ap)

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Police: Fugitive Ex-Cop Surrounded 


Backstory 

Christopher Dorner began his run from the 
law Feb. 6 after authorities connected the slay- 
ings of a former police captain’s daughter and 
her fiance with an angry manifesto they said 
Dorner posted on Facebook. His beef with the 
Los Angeles Police Department dates back at 
least five years, when he was fired for allegedly filing a false report accusing his 
training officer of kicking a mentally ill suspect. Dorner, who is black, claimed in 
his manifesto that he was the subject of racism by the department and fired for 
doing the right thing. Chief Charlie Beck, who initially dismissed the allegations 
in Dorner’s rant, said he would reopen the investigation into his firing, (ap)

A fugitive ex-Los Angeles police 
officer sought in three killings was 
believed to be barricaded in a cabin 
Tuesday after a gunbattie with police 
in the snow-covered mountains of 
Southern California, authorities 
said, the culmination of an intensive 
nearly weeklong manhunt. 

Two officers were injured and 
were being airlifted to a hospital, 
the San Bernardino County Sheriffs 
Department said. The Los Angeles 
Times reported that a deputy died. 

Officers have been swarming 
the snow-covered Big Bear region 
since Thursday, when they found 
the burned-out pickup of Chris- 
topher Dorner. The former Navy 
reservist killed a former police cap- 
tain’s daughter and her fiance and 
a Riverside officer and injured two 
other officers, police said, promising 
to bring “warfare” to Los Angeles 
police and their family members. 

But, until Tuesday, authorities 
didn’t know where Dorner was. 


and officers were searching for him 
across three states and Mexico. 

LAPD Cmdr. Andrew Smith 
said he could not confirm whether 
Dorner was in the cabin but urged 
the fugitive to surrender. 

“Enough is enough,” Smith said. 
“It’s time for you to turn yourself 
in. It’s time to end the bloodshed.” 

The developments in the nearly 
weeklong massive manhunt began 
about 12:20 p.m. Tuesday when dep- 
uties in the Big Bear area got a report 


of a stolen vehicle. When authori- 
ties found the vehicle, the suspect, 
believed to be Dorner, barricaded 
himself inside a cabin. A short time 
later, there was an exchange of gun- 
fire between officers and the suspect 

As of Express’ press time, the 
suspect remained barricaded.

N. Korea's Nukes Also a Test of Patience 


Third nuclear trial is 
strategically timed to 
grab global attention 

Analysis 

The way North Korea sees it, only 
bigger weapons and more threaten- 
ing provocations will force Wash- 
ington to come to the table to dis- 
cuss what Pyongyang says it really 
wants: peace. 

It’s no coincidence that North 
Korea’s third underground nuclear 
test — and by all indications so far 
its most powerful yet — took place 
Tuesday before President Barack 
Obama’s State of the Union address. 

As perplexing as the tactic may 
seem to the outside world, it serves 
as an attention-getting reminder 


that, though poor. North Korea has 
the power to upset regional secu- 
rity and stability. 

It puts young North Korean 
leader Kim Jong Un and his circle 
of advisers right where they want 
to be: at the center of controver- 
sy and the focus of foreign policy. 

A year into his nascent leader- 
ship, Kim is referring to his father’s 
playbook to try forcing a change on 
North Korea policy. 

During his 17-year rule. North 
Korea’s late Kim Jong II poured 
scarce resources into Pyongyang’s 
nuclear and missile programs to 
use as bargaining chips. 

The intent in Pyongyang is to 
get Washington to treat North 
Korea like an equal, a fellow nucle- 
ar power. The aim of the nuclear 
and missile tests is not to go to war

What’s Next for Benedict? 

Officials revealed Tuesday that the 85-year- 
old Pope Benedict XVI has had a pacemaker 
for years. Benedict said Monday that he would 
step down but didn’t cite a specific health rea- 
son. It was not clear whether the retired pope 
will retain the name Benedict — or revert to 
being called Joseph Ratzinger again. Vatican 
officials said he would likely be referred to 
as “Bishop of Rome, emeritus." Others said it 
would be up to the next pope to decide his new 
title and wouldn’t exclude that he might be 
called “Your Holiness" as a courtesy, much as 
retired presidents are called “President." (ap)

Vatican City 

For months, construction crews 
have been renovating a four-story 
building attached to a monastery 
on the northern edge of the Vati- 
can gardens where nuns would live 
for a few years at a time in cloister. 

Only a handful of Vatican offi- 
cials knew it would one day be Pope 
Benedict XVI’s retirement home. 

On Tuesday, construction mate- 
rials littered the front lawn. The 
restoration has become more crit- 
ical after Benedict said Monday 
that he will resign Feb. 28 and live 
his remaining days here in prayer. 

From a new name to this new 
home to the awkward reality of hav- 
ing a reigning pope and a retired 
one, Benedict is facing uncharted 
territory as he becomes the first 
pontiff in six centuries to retire. 

The Vatican on Tuesday tried to 
quash notions that Benedict aimed 


to pull strings behind the scenes. 

“The pope will surely say abso- 
lutely nothing about the process of 
election,” the Rev. Federico Lom- 
bardi, a top spokesman, said. 

Although no date for a conclave 
to choose the next pope has been 
announced, it must begin within 20 


days of his retirement. That means 
a new pope will likely be elected 
by Easter — March 31. 

The decision immediately raised 
questions about what Benedict 
would be called, where he would 
live — and how that might affect 
his successor. 


The Vatican’s senior communi- 
cations adviser, Greg Burke, said 
Tuesday that the fact that Benedict 
had chosen to live in a monastery 
is significant. 

“I think the obvious thing is 
when he says retirement, it really 
means retiring,” he said, (ap)

France Advances Gay Marriage Bill 


Paris 

France’s lower house of parliament 
approved a sweeping bill Tuesday 
to legalize gay marriage and allow 
same-sex couples to adopt children, 
handing a major legislative victo- 
ry to President Francois Hollande’s 
Socialists on a divisive social issue. 

The measure, approved in the 
National Assembly in a 329 to 229 
vote, puts France on track to join 
about a dozen mostly European 
nations that allow gay marriage 
and comes despite a string of dem- 
onstrations by opponents of the so- 
called “marriage for all” bill. 

The legislation now heads to 
the Senate in the coming weeks.

Metro has deployed 
plainclothes officers 
in high-crime stations 

Washington 

Thefts of small electronic devic- 
es and other personal belongings 
significantly increased on the 
Metro system last year, according 
to a report that will be presented 
to members of the transit agency’s 
board Thursday. 

The agency said there is on aver- 
age one or two thefts of devices a 
day on the system. 

As a result of these crimes, 


Metro Transit Police officers have 
gone to high-crime spots in the sys- 
tem and posed as regular commut- 
ers. The agency has also advocat- 
ed a program where customers can 
disable stolen phones or devices. 

Pickpockets and snatchings 
also were up on Metro’s bus sys- 
tem. Metro has hired 52 new tran- 
sit police officers and plans to use 
32 of them as increased security on 
its buses, where drivers have seen 
a rash of incidents of rock-throw- 
ing at vehicles and being spit on 
and attacked by riders. The rest of 
the new officers will be for Metro’s 
new Silver Line and for its anti-ter- 
rorism security team.

» Metro reported five homicides 
in 2012 compared to one in 2011. 

^The agency said crime at 
Metro’s parking lots was at an all- 
time low for the past 10 years.

Metro had been crit- 
icized for not taking such complaints 
seriously and launched a public rela- 
tions campaign to encourage rid- 
ers to report such incidents.

Study Calls Bus Rapid Transit Impractical 


Rockville 

A 160-mile system of express bus 
lanes, recommended last year by a 
Montgomery County task force to 
help ease some of the nation’s worst 
traffic, is not practical because it 
would not attract sufficient rider- 
ship, a new study concludes. 

The Institute for Transportation 
and Development Policy, a New York 
firm commissioned by the county, 
said the MD 355/Rockville Pike is 
the only corridor where demand 
for service and plans for new con- 
struction justify bus rapid transit. 

The task force, appointed in 


2011 by County Executive Isiah 
Leggett, recommended bus rapid 
transit as a less expensive and more 
quickly constructed alternative to 
light rail. 


Congestion will 
have to worsen 
before drivers 
ride the bus, the 
report said. 

But development on these routes 
is not dense enough to generate the 
necessary ridership, according to 
the study, which was completed in 


December but is now circulating 
among county officials. Although 
traffic can be challenging in spots, 
the travel time drivers would save 
by taking the bus was only about 
10 minutes. 

“In Montgomery County, most 
people can park their cars direct- 
ly in front of their homes and also 
very close to their place of work,” 
the study said. 

“By contrast, most people 
would need to walk some dis- 
tance to the nearest bus stop and 
wait for a bus with a frequency of 
greater than 10 to 15 minutes.”

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2 Dead After Md. Murder-Suicide 


UMd. student with 
mental illness history 
shot, killed roommate 

College Park, Md. 

A University of Maryland graduate 
student with a history of mental 
illness shot and killed one room- 
mate near the off-campus home 
they shared early Tuesday and 
wounded another before com- 
mitting suicide, authorities said. 

Prince George’s County police 
identified the shooter as Dayvon 
Maurice Green of College Park, 
23, an engineering student. 
Green’s family told investiga- 


tors that he had been suffering 
from a mental illness for at least 
a year and had been prescribed 
medication, police spokeswoman 
Julie Parker said. 

Neither Parker nor University of 
Maryland President Wallace Loh 
had any information on wheth- 
er the university had been made 
aware of Green’s medical history. 

Police found a 9mm handgun 
next to Green’s body in the back- 
yard of the home. 

He also had a bag of weapons, 
including a baseball bat, a machete 
and a semi-automatic handgun. 
Parker said the handgun was pur- 
chased legally in Baltimore Coun- 
ty last year. 



The roommates lived in this house at 
8702 36th Ave. in College Park, Md. 


Green had been a NASA stu- 
dent ambassador at the agency’s 
Goddard Space Flight Center in 
Greenbelt. 


The incident began before 
1 a.m. Tuesday when two of Green’s 
roommates saw that he had been 
setting fires inside and outside the 
home. They began putting out the 
fires when one of the roommates 
saw Green pull a handgun from his 
waistband. The roommate began 
running but was shot as he ran 
down the street. That roommate 
is expected to survive, Parker said.

27-year-old lefthander said. “I 
think that at the end of the day. I’ve 
never taken performance-enhanc- 
ing drugs, and I never will.” 

Gonzalez, a 21-game winner last 
year, denied the allegations on Twit- 
ter on the day they were reported. 

“You’re stunned. You’re 
shocked,” he said Tuesday. “Your 
name has been brought up out of 


nowhere. You can’t do nothing 
about it. You just have to wait it 
out and listen to what’s going on. 
You can’t jump the gun. You can’t 
jump to conclusions. At the end of 
the day, you just have to listen in 
and wait patiently.” 

Gonzalez said he had been con- 
tacted by Major League Baseball 
officials and that he has cooperated 
with their investigation. Gonzalez 
said he has “done everything that 
they want, and I feel strong with 
their program and what they’re 
doing, and at the end of the day 
I’m waiting on them.” 

Gonzalez’s father. Max, also 
was listed in the purported Bio- 
genesis records. 

“There’s no connection for the 
fact that I say my father admitted 


that he was a patient there. A legit- 
imate patient,” the pitcher said. 
“And then after that, you know 
how my father is. ... All of South 
Florida, all of baseball, knows 
that my father is the most proud 
father in baseball. He tells every- 
one about his son. And that’s the 
best I can say. Other than that, I 
have no clue why my name was 
on that list, or on a notebook or 
anything.” 

Gonzalez doesn’t want the alle- 
gations to be a distraction for his 
teammates. 

“I’m going to do my best to keep 
it away from the locker room,” he 
said. “I don’t want any of this to 
be about me. Again, it’s about the 
organization and it’s about the

Having won 11 of their past 18 
games, the Washington Wizards are 
slowly creeping toward respectabili- 
ty, and a big reason for that has been 
a renewed emphasis on the simple 
concept of playing good defense.

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While the Wizards may be at a 
disadvantage from a talent or offen- 
sive standpoint against upper-ech- 
elon NBA squads, a smothering 
defense can be a great equalizer, 
something the team has embraced 
during this stretch of quality play. 

Heading into Wednesday’s first- 
half finale at Detroit, Washington 
has held nine straight opponents 
to under 100 points and appears to 
be developing into a rugged defen- 
sive unit. 

“That’s got to be our identity as 
a team,” Wizards coach Randy Wit- 
tman said. “That never wavers. Our 
guys are believing in that. That’s 


kind of been our staple.” 

In Washington’s 102-90 win 
over Milwaukee on Monday, the 
Wizards faltered early, allowing 
the Bucks to shoot more than 60 
percent from the floor in the first 
quarter. But they clamped down 
the rest of the way, hounding the 


Bucks into a 31 percent effort over 
the final three periods. 

Washington is using the pieces 
it has on the roster — quick guards 
like John Wall, lanky defenders like 
Trevor Ariza and physical big men 
like Nene — to make teams uncom- 
fortable on the offensive end. 


“It’s a mindset,” Wittman said. 
“You don’t have to have a ball go 
in anywhere on defense. It’s just a 
matter of five guys being connect- 
ed, and we’re connected right now. 
No question.” 

The Wizards have bought into 
Wittman’s plan wholeheartedly.

Since Wall returned to the line- 
up, the Wizards are allowing 95.1 
points per 100 possessions, best 
among all NBA teams. 

“The main thing to be good in 
this league, especially as a young 
team, is to play hard, and that’s what 
we try to do every night. We create 
offense off of our defense,” Wall said. 

Washington is still digging 
out of an offensive hole it created 
during the absence of Wall and 
Nene, but if the identity of this 
team becomes more defense-ori- 
ented, that’s something the play- 
ers would embrace.

U.S. Wrestlers Blindsided by Olympic Ouster in 2020 


Olympics 

Rulon Gardner’s epic upset of 
Russian wrestling great Alexan- 
der Karelin in 2000 remains one 
of the most compelling moments 
of the modern Olympics. 

Starting in 2020, youngsters 
looking to Gardner and Karelin for 
inspiration won’t have a chance to 
excel on the sport’s biggest stage. 

Gardner and nearly everyone 
else associated with the sport in 
the U.S. were jolted Tuesday when 
International Olympic Committee 


leaders dropped wrestling from the 
Summer Games. 

The move is set to take effect for 
the 2020 Olympics and eliminates 
a sport that’s been a staple of both 
the ancient and modern Games. 

“It’s the IOC trying to change 
the Olympics to make it more main- 
stream and more viewer-friendly 
instead of sticking to what they 
founded the Olympics on, and that 
was basically amateur sports,” 
Gardner told the Associated Press 
by phone from Logan, Utah. “To get 
the death penalty out of nowhere.”

The decision by the IOC to 
phase out wrestling will rob the 
U.S. of one of the Olympic sports 
it’s most successful at. The only 
sports in which the Americans have 
won more medals than wrestling 
is swimming and track and field 
— and those two have far more 
medal opportunities. 

Americans have won a record 
113 freestyle Olympic medals, by far 
the most of any nation. Though the 
U.S. had slipped in recent Olympic 
cycles, it bounced back with a pair 
of London Games gold medalists in 


Jordan Burroughs and Jake Varner. 

“I do think wrestling people 
are the strongest in the world, and 
they’re resilient. And we’ll come 
out of whatever happens. But short 
term, yeah, it’s sad,” 2004 Olym- 
pic gold medalist and Penn State 
coach Gael Sanderson said. 

Wrestling is also one of the most 
popular youth sports in the U.S. 
The National Federation of State 
High School Associations reports 
that the sport was sixth among prep 
boys with nearly 275,000 compet- 
ing in 2010-11.

It all started with a slap.

sweet kids, a travel agency they 
run and, by all signs, a solid piece 
of the American Dream. No one 
would suspect that they are Rus- 
sian-born plants bent on burying 
the United States. 

“It’s an incredible balancing act 
to portray: the domesticity of their 
suburban lives and the struggle of 
their relationship as an arranged 
couple, and then the extreme spy 
stuff,” Rhys says. 

“We’re spies, but how much do 
you play that reality?” Russell says. 
“And how do you play the masquer- 
ade that you’re NOT a spy? There 
are so many layers to it.” 

“The Americans” is a good old- 
fashioned thriller, set in a pre-cell- 
phone, -Internet and -PC world 
where gumption counts as much as 


gadgetry and where the world is an 
anxious place yet handily divided 
between Good and the Evil Empire. 

Meanwhile, the series calls on 
viewers to root for Philip and Eliz- 
abeth as they risk life and limb to 
advance the Soviet Union’s mission. 

The script for “The Americans” 
arrived at Russell’s door just days 
after the December 2011 birth of her 
second child.

Reality TV’s Good Rap 



Joe Budden's VHl 
show has brought 
him new fans, but the 
music stiLL comes first 


Personalities 

Last Tuesday, New Jersey rapper Joe 
Budden released his latest album, 
“No Love Lost,” which is on track 
to move a respectable (if far from 
blockbuster) 27,000 units in its first 
week. “A lot of people are saying it’s 
my most cohesive project, my best 
project to date, and I attribute that 
to being in a better place than I’ve 
been in some time,” Budden says. 

The day before the album came 
out, millions watched Budden, a cast 
member on the VHl reality show 
“Love & Hip Hop,” enjoy a celebra- 
tory meal with his ex-girlfriend. The 
special occasion was Budden recent- 
ly passing a drug test. The rapper’s 
fans got to watch him overcome his 
demons, then experience a product 
of this success, all within the span 
of about 48 hours. 

Together, the album and the epi- 
sode offered a satisfying arc, and 
a rare one: Reality TV is usually 
about watching our favorite musi- 


cians implode, not triumph. 

The format can either make an 
artist, as with “American Idol”-type 
talent competitions, or break them 
— often the case when artists sign 
on for voyeuristic docudramas. Even 
if a starring role on a reality show 
doesn’t kill a musician’s brand, it 


often kills the music — see Jessica 
Simpson’s ubiquitous endorsements 
and irrelevant recording career. 

So, how has Budden managed 
to not only escape the reality curse, 
but use it to enhance his career? 

“I’m 100 percent confident in my 
abilities and what I do, so this was 


just another outlet to raise aware- 
ness to allow people to see said tal- 
ent,” Budden says of his reality show 
casting. He’s become a breakout

Star on the series — a look at the 
exploits of rappers and, more often, 
their love interests — thanks to his 
honesty, penchant for speaking like 
a college poetry professor and some 
meticulously groomed facial hair. 

But Budden says “No Love Lost,” 
a star-filled, diverse collection of 
tracks, was made for his music 
fans, with no thought to courting 
those who found him through the 
reality show. 

“I made a conscious deci- 
sion many years ago to not make 
music for anyone outside of 
myself,” he says.

Treat yourself this Valentine’s Day 
to a box of Godiva chocolates and 
Simon Rich’s hysterical new short 
story collection, “The Last Girlfriend 
on Earth” ($19.99, Reagan Arthur). 
It just might be the best one-night 
stand you’ll ever have. 

Divided into three sections — 
“Boy Meets Girl,” “Boy Gets Girl,” 
“Boy Loses Girl” — the book’s lean 
sketches (Rich is a former “Satur- 
day Night Live” writer) range from 
the bizarre (a magical, natty goat 
falls hard for a little English girl) 
to the deliciously profane (a priest 
unleashes his inner “bro” to exor- 
cise the ghost of an ex-girlfriend). 
Some of these tales have appeared 
in the New Yorker. All will remind 
you that, when it comes to a good 
story, size doesn’t matter. 

In fact, the book’s best pieces are 
no longer than a few pages.
